The government’s policy of national selective service 
will be extended, as generally and rapidly as may be neces- 
sary, to effect the orderly and efficient employment of the 
men and women of Canada for the varied purposes of war. 
You will be advised of the means the government proposes 
to adopt, to effect as complete as possible a mobilization 
of the material resources and manpower of the country 
in direct furtherance of a total national effort. 


My advisers believe that the magnitude and balanced 
nature of Canada’s war effort is being obscured and impaired 
by conttoversy concerning commitments with respect to the 
methods of raising men for military service which were 
made prior to the spread of the war to all parts of the world. 


Complete Freedom To Act Needed 


The government is of the opinion that, at this time of 
gravest crisis in the world’s history, the administration, sub- 
ject only to its responsibility to parliament, should in this 
connection and irrespective of any previous commitments, 
possess complete freedom to act in accordance with its judg- 
ment of the needs of the situation as they may arise. 


There are strong reasons for belief in the overthrow 
of tyranny, and'the ultimate triumph of freedom. The 
Axis powers: Germany, Italy and Japan, now fight as one. 
So do the peoples of the British Commonwealth, of the 
United States, Russia, China and the many other nations 
that, on the first day of this new year, united in a pact to 
fight together until victory is achieved. The marshalling 
of the free forces of the greatest industrial nations in the 
world makes clear the scale upon which the conflict will 
now be waged on many fronts. 


During the present seasion, opportunity will be afforded 
for the fullest consideration and discussion of Canada’s war 
effort, actual and prospective. My advisers will submit to 
you the measures deemed easential to our national security, 
and for the prosecution of the war to the utmost of our 
strength. 


Government Plans Balanced Program 

In accordance with the government's policy of ‘a total 
national effort for total war, you will be asked to approve a 
balanced program for further increases in the armed forces 
and in the production of munitions of war and of foodstuffs. 
The increase in the armed forces will involve an expansion 
of the establishment of the Canadian army overseas. You 
will also be asked, as an integral part of Canada’s direct war 
effort, to apprové a contribution to Britain of vast quanti- 
tics of munitions, foodstuffs and supplies. 


My ministers accordingly will seek, from the people, 
by means of a plebiscite, release from any obligation aris- 
ing out of any past commitments restricting the methods 
of raising men for military service.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. %2— 
— (CP) — Argentina and Chile, 
holdouts: against a jeint Pan-Am- 
erican severance of diplomatic re- 
lations with Axis powers, last 
night joined in a compromise with 
the 19 other western hemisphere 
republics with a declaration of in- 
tention to sever relations with 
those powers. 

Argentina, considered from the 
start of the current conference of 
foreign ministers as the most likely 
obstacle to unanimity behind the 
originally-proposed declaration, ac- 
cepted the compromise plan without 
reservation. 

The wording of the all-important 
agreement, however, indicated that 
Argentina's acceptance nevertheless 
would have to be ratified by the 
Argentine congress. 


APPROVAL NEEDED 

It was recalled the Argentine 
foreign minister said even before 
the conference began that any 
agreements he made would have to 
be approved by his congress,

There would be substantial increases in the armed forces 
and in food and munitions production, the speech promised. 

“The increase in the armed forces will involve an ex- 
pansion of the establishment of the Canadian army over- 
seas,” it continued.

PAGEANTRY MISSING 

But there was none of the glitter 
of dress uniforms, guard of honor 
and artillery. firing. royal salutes, 
all that pageantry having been dis- 
carded immediately after war broke 
out in 1939, 

Nor was the scene within the 
Senate chamber and its environs 
brightened by the splashes of color 
and jewels which were present in 
peace time when evening - gowned 
women thronged the building for 
every ‘opening. 

His Excellency. sat upon the 
crimson throne in the Senate 
eohamber and read the speech in 
English and French to the as- 
sembled senators, and to mem- 
bers of the House of Commons 
who had been summoned from 
their own chamber to be launched 
upon the third session of the 19th 
parliament since Confederation. 

First commitment made by the 
government against conscription of 
men for service overseas was given 
by Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
in a speech during debate in the 
House of Commons March 30, 1939, 
when there were heavy increases 
in defence estimates. 

He said} “The present government 
believes that conscription of men 
for overseas service would not be 
a necessary or effective step. Let 
me say that so long as this govern- 
ment is in power no such measure 
will be enacted.” 

PLEDGE REPEATED 

Mr. King repeated this pledge at 
the special war session Sept. 8, 1939, 
when he gaid: 

“I wish now to repeat the under- 
taking I gave parliament on behalf 

of the government on March 30, 
last.” 

When the Nationa) Resources 
Mobilization Act was being con- 
sidered in the house June 17, 1940, 
the prime minister again declared 
“that no measure for the conscrip- 
tion of men for overseas will be 
introduced by the present admin- 
istration.” ; 

Last November 12, during a short 
session of the House of Commons, 
in a general discussion of the war, 
Mr. King said: : 

“But so far as conscription for 
service Overseas is concerned in the 
armed forces of Canada, that ques- 
tion was submitted to the people of 
Canadg at the last general election, 
an election which was held in war- 
time (March, 1940) and in which 
the leaders of al! political parties 
made their gtatements to the elec- 
torate, and the people of Canada 
decided against conscription for 
overseas service. 

“So far as I am concerned, with- 
out any consultation of the people 
On that subject, I do not intend to 
take the responsibility of support- 
ing any policy of conscription for 
eervice overseas.”

MUST INCREASE 

If we are to maintain the present 
balance between tax revenues and 
total expenditures the dominion 
government must increase taxation 
by at least $250,000,000. And it must 
not be forgotten that on numerous 
occasions the financial authorities, 
including Hon. J. L, Isley, minister 
of finance, have declared that we 
have already reached the limit of 


‘| taxation.

The price ceiling authorities 
are giving bonuses and are arrang- 
ing for the reduction of taxation in 
Particular fields. The tariff has been 
taken down on many items All 
these wil] affect dominion revenues 
next year. Then the subsidies to 
the provinces have been greatly in- 
creased. Debt. charges are rising 
rapidly 


NEW TAXATION 


From the viewpoint of new taxa- 
tion, the great difficulty is to drive 
the tax pipe into the swollen re- 
servoirs of income. The people who 
have greatly benefitted by this war} 
are the vast number who earn less 
than $1,800 per year. Higher in- 
comes have not benefitted from the} 
War to any substantial extent and} 
have been soaked in the income tax. 
The kind of person who has improv: | 
ed his position is the man who was} 
unemployed in 1939 but now has a 
job and has two or three members| 
of his family in steady work. The 
earned income in such a family 
group has gone up from zero to two 
or three hundred dollars per month 
Hitherto, however, the government 
has devised no means of taxing this 
income to any great extent.

and west of retaken Kaluga; but 
the Russian southern pincer jaw 
already west of Lyudinovo and 
stretching northeastward to Mos- 
alsk renders their position precari- 
ous, 

Whether the Germans back- 
tracking from Moshaisk can es- 
cape te Vyasma down the main 
Smolensk-Moscow route appears 
doubtful. Rearguard action west 
of Mozhaisk, in the vicinity of his- 
terle Borodino, is reported. It was 
there Napoleon scored the victory

Some military observers expect 
a new German stand at Vyazma, 
integrated with an effort to hold 
also the Ugra river bulge southeast 
of that point in lieu of the lost 
Mozhaisk position.

Board Decides 
Remove Ceiling 
On Lamb Prices 


OTTAWA, Jan. %%.—(CP)—Re- 
moval of the price ceiling on 
spring and summer jamb and pre- 
vision for seasonal increases and 
decreases in fresh and frosen 
lamb prices were announced to- 
day by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 

In enunciating this policy a board 
statement explained that under 
price-ceiling regulations the base 
period—Sept. 15 to'Oct, 11—is norm. 
ally the season of lowest wholesale 
and retail lamb prices. 

“To carry frozen lamb for later 
sale,” the board said, “and to feed 

live lambs through the winter in- 
volve certain costs which are nor- 
mally reflected in rising prices, fol- 
lowed by reductions in price in the 
following autumn.” 


ORDERLY MARKETING 

Therefore to assure orderly mar- 
keting in all seasons and to safe- 
guard adequate production in 1942, 
the board has ruled: 

4—Maximum wholesale prices 
for frozen lamb carcasses may be 
increased one cent a pound in Jan- 
uary and a further one-quarter- 
cent a pound each month from Feb- 
ruary to June. 

2-—Maximum wholesale prices 
for fresh lamb carcasses commonly 
known as winter fed (or feed lot) 
lamb may be increased by amounts 
up to but not exceeding four cents 
a pound during the period from 
Ja-uary to May. 

3—Retail prices may be increased 
in accordance with normal practice 
to cover increases in prices paid by 
retailers. No retailer may be charged 
during the basic period. 

4—Special spring and summer 
| lamb meat marketed prior to Aug. 
| 15 is exemmt from the price ceiling. 
| §-—On Aug. 16 all prices. must re- 
vert to the maximum established 
| during the basic period 1941. 
| Elaborating on the fourth point, 
| the statement said spring and sum- 
mer lamb meat prices are not close- 
jly related to prices of lambs 
| slaughtered the previous fall and 
will be left to find their own levels

OTTAWA, Jan. %—One of the 
first subsidies te be paid by the 
Commodity * Prices Stabilisation 
Corporation will be paid on milk, 
in erder to prevent milk prices ris- 
ing above ceiling levels, but the 


subsidy will not apply in Western 
Canada. 


Increases in milk prices author- 
ized by the war prices board in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta last fall, a reliable source 
explained, make it unnecessary to 
subsidize milk production now. 
The subsidy will be paid by the 
Corporation in Ontario and Quebec 
and. possibly in the Maritimes. 


SUBSIDY ORDERED 


The corporation, created to handle 
subsidies on supplics and imports 
of goods of which the retail price 
would otherwise exceed the price 
ceiling level, has been provided 
with $15,000,000. So far no applica- 
tion for subsidies have been re- 
ceived by the corporation, and the 
milk subsidy wes ordered by the 
War Prices Board after study of 
the milk situation. Forms for ap- 
plying for subsidies have been dis-

Letter 13 Years 
Reaching Canada

letter mailed in England 18 years 
ago reached its destination here 
Saturday, six years after the writer 
had died.

Mr. Gardiner said; “We have dis- 
cussed for quite a long while the 
question of name‘at the U.F.A. sess- 
ion last night. I will now submit 
to you,.as instructed by our eonven- 
tion, the resolution that we passed 
last night. 

“It is now 
whether this 
adopted or not. 


RECORD OF U.F.A. 

“The U.F.A. name is important to 
mony farmers in Alberta. The record 
of the U.F.A. brings out clearly that 
it is the only farmers’ organization 
in Canada that has been able to 
come through the ups arid downs of 
the turbulous times of the past 
decade. ’ 

“I want to impress upon you that 
it was through the U-F.A. that 
provincial debt legislation was en- 
acted and thus thousands of farm- 
ers in the province have been kept 
in their homes. 

“This igs only one example of 
man, accomplishments of the 
U-F.A. 

“We realise how you of the 
U.F.C, feel about the question of 
a name, but in view of what the 
U.F.A. has stood for in this proy- 
ince and across Canada for so 
many years we invite you into 
our organization under our name. 
We ask you to come in and share 
our assets.” 

During the early part of the 
meeting Rice Sheppard showed the 
meeting pictures and documents 

connected with meetings during the 
pioneering stages of farmer organ- 
ization in the west. 

Mr. Gardiner announced that it 
was the suggestion of the two 
boards that the meeting have two 
chairmen, Francis Austin, Ranfurly, 
representing the U.F.C, and A. B. 
Wood, Riverton, representing the 
U.F.A. They were to alternate 
every 30 minutes. 


SOME OF BARRIERS 

Mr. Gardiner then outlined some 
of the barriers that will have to 
be overcome. before amalgamation 
can be realized completely. 

Some of these are the tremend- 
ous assets that the U.F.A. has built 
up amounting to $200,000; a surplus 
value of $80,000 in the U.F.A. co- 
operatives; a trust fund of $12,000; 
some land owned by the organiza- 
tion; a deep sentiment to overcome 
based on what the U.F.A. has done 
in the past. 

“Suggestion of the boards to the 
convention is as follows,” Mr; Gard- 
iner stated. 

“The boards have asked me to 
suggest to you that you decide that 
both organizations continue to 
function”in order that we may be 
able to affect amalgamation in the 
best possible way and in order to 
overcome the many sentiments that 
are now very strong. 

“We further recommend that 
each body elect its officers and 
that instruction be given by the 
delegates assembled here as to 
how to go about amalgamation.” 
C. O. McGowan, president of the 

U.F.C, then had the following to 
say on behalf of the U.F.C. board 
of directors: 

“Mr. Gardiner thas expressed my 
sentiments. It is very important 
that we organize on an economic 
basis and stay that way. The bona- 
fide membership clause is important 
if farmers are to be led by farmers. 


HARD TO ORGANIZE 

“We have nothing at all against 
the U.F.A, members but we argue 
that it would be difficult to organ- 
ize under the U.F.A. name. That is 
why we decided that both names 
should be dropped. 

“I have no doubt that we will 
amalgamate but give us time.” 

Mrg. Winnifred Ross, Millet, presi- 
dent of the U.F.W A., stated that for 
the past 25 years the women of the 
organization have been interested in 
the home welfare, health and ed- 
ucation of the farmer children. 

“The U.F.W.A. stands for some- 
thing across Canada and if we am- 
algamate let us see that the women 
of the UF'V.A. are not merely 
swallowed up,” she said

Austin 

Mr. Austin then demanded a 
withdrawal] of the statement. Sev- 
eral others jumped to their feet and 
Chairman Wood restored order 
amid cheers. 


REMARKS WITHDRAWN 

Mr. Lambert withdrew his re- 
marks. 

A motion asking that the name 
of the new organization be Farm- 
ers’ UNion of Alberta was ruled out 
of order when it was explained that 
the name is under charter for a 
small group of farmers near Leth- 


bridge. 
President McGowdn told the 
meeting that “we in the U.F.C.

Roy McBride, U.F.A., declared 
that the main difficulty he saw 
in the new organization was not 
ite name, but rather the best 
method of instilling new blood 
inte the old groups to make the 
new group dq a worthwhile job.

Mr, McGowan told the gathering 
that he had been accused of selling 
out the U.F.C. to the U.F.A. organ- 
ization for personal reasons.

Henry Young, U.F.A, remarked 
that the proposed “United Farmers

chosen,

WEDNESDAY MEET ASKS 
ADOPTION U.F.A. NAME 

Arguing that by union the United 
Farmers of Canada would become 
joint owners in an organization 
with a standard equity held in high 
regard, delegates at the U.F.A. con- 
vention Wednesday decided to ex- 
tend an invitation to the U.F.C, to 
accept the name “United Farmers 
of Alberta” as official name of the 
amalgamated organization. 

The executive was instructed to 
present a resolution bearing this 
request, to delegates of both or- 
ganizations at their joint meeting 

in the Memorial hall Thursday. 


DELEGATES’ OPINIONS 

It was quite apparent that the 
younger delegates were willing to 
concede the name for the sake of 
amalgamation while in most cases 
the veterans of the U.F.A., felt that, 
though amalgamation was primarily 
the purpose, preservation of the 
name should be considered seriously. 

Following is the text of some of 
the discussion that centred around 
the change of name: 

James Cameron, Youngstown: By 
union the U.F.C. members would 
become joint owners in a union with 
a standard equity held in high re- 
gard, and for that reason we invjte 
the U.F.C. to accept the name of 
United Farmers of Alberta for the 
new organization. 

Delegate: In 30 years there has 
grown up a great deal of sentiment 
and pride in the nume U.R.A. The 
other organization is young. 

We are inviting them to become 
joint owners of assets of over $200,-

HARD TO CHANGE

He conveyed the invitation to 
the U.F.A. delegates to arrange for 
meeting in joint sexsion Thursday 
morning for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the question of the name 
and any other points that may 
require elucidating. 

Mr. Austin explained that the 
U.F.C., delegates had agreed upon

CO-OPS OPERATION 

Prior to the decision Wednesday 
afternoon the board of directors of 
the U.F.C., took’ the stand in regard 
to co-operatives that the U.F.A.,

Feature of the afternoon session 
was the introduction of a motion 
to reconsider the noon decision to 
continue with the election of UF.A 
officers as scheduled in the pro 
gram James Bentley moved that 
the decision to go ahead with elec- 
tions before the question of amal- 
gamation was clear was harmful for 
the cause of union, and was based 
On snap judgments at a time when 
many delegates had already left the 
hall or were anxious to leave. 


“DIE-HARD SPIRIT" 

* Roy McBride, mover of the fore- 
noon motion, explained that the 
only reason he allowed his name to 
stand for the presidential candidacy 
was in protest of the defeat of the 
motion asking for postponement of 
election of officers. 

H. G. Young criticized the die- 
hard spirit of several delegates, 
which has hampered the path of 
amalgamation.

How “Total”? 
—— re 

“Total War Now” is the caption of 
a full-page advertisement pub hed a 
few days ago in many Ontario news- 
papers—the claim is even made that it 
was published in all of them. The ad- 
vertisement was signed, and presum- 
ably paid for, by a committee drawn 
mainly from Toronto, and including 
some names with which the public are 
familiar in finance and politics. 

It is urged and emphasized that 
“Every man and woman, strong or 
weak, old or young, must be guided by 
the Government to the post where they 
can contribute most to victory”; that 
we must “mobilize all our manpower 
and material resources under a plan of 
universal compulsory selective ser- 
vice’; that “every man who wears the 
uniform of Canada must be ready at 
all times to go overseas to hit the 
enemy wherever and whenever he can 
be reached”, 

But there is one curious omission. 
From start to finish not a word is said 
about conscripting anybody's dollars. 
That cannot have been an oversight. 
For dollars are no less needed than 
men. Dollars mean ships and guns and 
tanks and planes; and without these 
men are useless. 

Is it the idea that there shall be 
“total war” for men who are physical- 
ly fit to fight, and for all men and 
women who are young enough and 
strong enough to farm or work in fac- 
tories, but something less than total 
war for accumulated wealth? Do the 
Committee really want total war, or a 
hybrid system under which there would 
be compulsory personal sacrifice but 
only voluntary financial sacrifice? 


A Triple Offensive 


The capture of Mozhaisk is hailed as 
the most important victory the Rus- 
sians have yet won, for it clears the 
Moscow front and opens the way to 
Smolensk, 260 miles from the capital. 
But that is not the only point, nor the 
only sector, where the Red army has 
been pounding its way ahead. : 

With plenty of men, and supplies of 
munitions from the United States, Bri- 
tain, Canada and other Allies, the Rus- 
sians are now running three fairly dis- 
tinct offensives, forcing the fighting 
and making gains in the north, the 
centre and the south of the 1,500 mile 
front. Leningrad, Mozhaisk and Khar- 
kov have ‘all figured in the despatches 
this week as centres in or near which 
desperate battles were raging with the 
odds in favor of the Russians. 

This is possible because Russia has 
ample manpower, but also because 
streams of equipment and supplies are 
reaching its armies from its Allies. If 
either were lacking, the Nazis would be 
spending the winter in undisturbed pos- 
session of the territory they gained 
last fall, and gathering strength for a 
renewed advance when spring comes, 
Russia’s victories are Allied victories, 
not only in the sense that they are 
breaking down the power of the com- 
mon enemy, but because the other 
Allies are providing the arms without 
which the victories could not be won. 

Reuter’s news agency estimates the 
Axis losses on the eastern front at 2,- 
000,000 men, killed, wounded and cap- 
tured. This is far below the figure 
given out at Moscow. It may be taken 
as the minimum, struck by balancing 
claims and admissions and obvious 
probabilities. That the Moscow claim 
of 5,000,000 is nearer the mark is en- 
tirely possible, for it is based on a sur- 
vey of the corpse-strewn fields from 
which the enemy has been driven and 
accurate knowledge of how many pri- 
soners have been taken. 

Even the lower estimate involves a 
loss of manpower which not even the 
callous and reckless Fuehrer can afford 
to regard with indifference, if without 
misgivings, while he “corrects” his 
“fluid” line under the drive of the Rus- 
sian triple-offensive., 


Farm And Town 


Townsfolk, particularly the towns- 
folk of Edmonton, should ponder with 
particular interest one passage in the 
speech delivered by President Gardiner 
to the delegates at the U.F.A. conven- 
tion. He said: “The disparity of prices 
between what the farmer produces and 
what he must purchase is still so great 
that there is not the slightest chance 
of him enjoying even a slight measure 
of prosperity. The farmer continues 
in business because he is apparently 
willing to, and does, accept a lower 
standard of living than he is entitled 
to.’ P 
Not every Alberta farmer, of 
course, is so unfortunately situated. 
But the declaration was made by a 
farmer to a large group of farmers 
and must be taken as being substantial- 
ly true in general application. What it 
means is that farming in the west is 
not a paying business, yielding returns 

enerally too small to even give the 
arm family a proper living—with 
nothing said about a return on invested 
capital and fair wages for the farmer. 
This is not a matter to excite only 
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“We Did Better From The Back” 


sympathy on the part of others for the 
plight of the farm population, It de- 
serves their attention also from the 
standpoint of self-interest. When farm- 
ers cannot buy what their families need, 
town business is restricted and the indi- 
rect results spread throughout the 
urban commutity. Nowhere is this 
more true than it is in Edmonton, for 
in no other western centre are trade, 
employment and “the times’ more defi- 
nitely and plainly affected by farm con- 
ditions. 

One way or another the average of 
farm incomes will have to be raised. 
The level is too low; too low for well- 
being on the farms and therefore too 
low for the welfare of the townspeople 
also. It is true that prices of many 
kinds of farm products have gone up, 
but the price of wheat is still down— 
it is said below production cost—and 
the prices of what farmers have to buy 
have also gone up. The farm income 
and outgo are still out of balance, and 
the non-farmer as well as the farmer 
is suffering the consequences, whether 
he recognizes it or not. 

The chief unbalancing feature is the 
low price of wheat. Means will have to 
be found to give the grower a larger 
return. The farmers naturally are urg- 
ing measures to this end. They should 
get active support from townsfolk, for 
these are also very immediately and 
practically a aanhaag '

Vacillating and Pro-Axis Nations ‘ 

Cutting Their Own Throats

The pan-American conference at Rio 
de Janeiro, which was designed as a major 
diplomatic operation for the purpose of 
giving the geographical Siamese twins of 
this hemisphere a common heart and 
brain, appears to have dwindled down to 
a minor and not very successful bit of 
skin-grafting. 

Rio today is a pessi- 
mistic beehive of confu- 
sion. Not all ‘the heart- 
warming platitudes of 
Latin eloquence, not all 
the concise arguments of 
Mr. Sumner Welles have 
been able to dissipate 
those bacilli of greed, 
vanity and distrust which 
make every diplomatic 
operation hazardous, 

It is quite true that 
the United States, in call- 
ing this conference, was fully aware of the 
internal dissensions that torment South 
America. 

Nevertheless, it was necessary to pro- 
ceed upon the admittedly false presump- 
tion that South America was more or less 
a social unit, if not an economic one. 

This fiction, of course, is the rock 
which stuck in the craw of the conference. 
It was difficult to make the South Amer- 
icans think realistically about continental 
solidarity when the example of a fester- 
ing Ecuador-Peru war was sharply before 


them. i 
Political Pressure 


If the inside story of the Rio conference 
is ever told, it will be a tale of political 
intrigue and jugglery beside which an 
American national convention would look 
like a vestry meeting. 

For instance, there is the subtle Span- 
ish influence which is being exerted quiet- 
ly but heavily. General Franco has gen- 
erously contributed to this by permitting 
rumors to get afloat of pending Spanish 
collaboration with Hitler, u 

Spanish tradition is still very much 
alive in most South American countries. 

This movement, of course, has alien- 
ated Brazil and made Brazil unofficial 
leader of the anti-Axis faction because 
Brazil] is Portuguese and not Spanish in 
blood and tradition, 

Also, of course, Brazil] regards herself 
as the natural heir to Portugal’s wide em- 
pire. Indeed, some such arrangement is 
said to have been made between Portugal 
and Brazil. Thus, Brazil’s natural alliance 
is with the anti-Axis powers because a 
clash between Portugal and the Axis 
would materially enlarge her importance 
in the world picture. 


Threats 


Still another factor entered into the 
troubled situation a day or so ago, when 
the German and Italian ambassadors to 
Brazil warned that country that if Brazil 
broke off relations with the Axis, it would 
mean war,

BRITISH INDUSTRIES BULLETIN 

Millions of yards of cloth may be saved 
for Britain's war purposes by a new idea 
for repairing old shirts. Instead of put- 
ting a patch over the worn or frayed part, 
which, apart from the difficulty of match- 
ing, would use up valuable material, the 
whole shirt is taken to pieces and rebuilt 
as new, except that it may be an inch or 
two shorter. Not an inch of extra mater- 
ial is used, and the retail charges range 
from 1s 9d for a new neckband to 4s for a 
new front.

ant man in Cerilly has been Pierre Gui- 
chard, the village beadle. Before the 
defeat he was as unknown and little heard 

of as was his nice little village itself. 
Nestling along the slopes of the hills 
dominating the Creuse Valley, Cerilly is 
the typical little French village with its 
Roman Catholic church, it cure, the gro-

Then came the defeat, and the demar- 
cation line that cuts France in two slices 
through Cerilly, dividing the village ter- 
ritory. By some queer jest of the German 
authorities, Cerilly found itself in Free 
France, and its churchyard, half a mile up 
the road, in the occupied zone, Hence 
Pierre Guichard’s sudden rise to fame 

With the patriotic complicity of the 
cure and the mayor, Pierre Guichard be- 
came the most famous guide for those of 
his country men wishing to cross the line. 


Mournful Rite 


This was the game. The Germans 
could not possibly refuse the villagers the 
last mournful right of burying their dead 
in the churchyard. Funeral processions 
passed freely from Cerilly over the line to 
the buria] ground, Funerals became more 
and more frequent until they were a public 
(but well-guarded) joke in Cerilly. 

On the night before the funeral the 
family and numerous relatives of the “dear 
departed” arrived in Cerilly dressed in 
funeral black and wearing the appropriate 
mournful appearance. At the cemetery 
they were met by an equal number of sad 
mourners—also appropriately appareled, 
who had somewhow found their way 
thither by devious and discreet paths. The 
outgoing mourners changed place with the 
incoming mourners and trooped sadly back 
to Cerilly under the benign eye of the 
German guards, 

This went on steadily for over a year. 
The fame of Cerilly spread abroad and 
Guichard, whose fees were small as befits 
a patriotic Frenchman, was overwhelmed 
with clients. 

The Cerilly system of passing had three 
big advantages over al] the others: (1) 
It was foolproof, (2) instead of a small 
group, Guichard could organize a magni-. 
ficent funeral procession and pass a hun- 
dred persons, (3) instead of working only 
one way, it worked both ways

s Reluctant 


Brazil met the challenge boldly with a 
ringing statement from her president that 
“Brazil is no longer a neutral.” 

Actually, the threat was aimed at the 
Argentine although it was addressed to 
Brazil because an Axis war in Brazil 
would bring the fighting into Argentina's 
front yard, cutting across her maritime 
traffic lanes running north from the River 
Platte. 

It was probably designed to stiffen up 
the Argentinian refusal to play games 
with the United States, 

It seems to have had the opposite effect. 
Argentina has grudgingly consented to co- 
operate, 

At the beginning this was the score: 

The following have declared war on 
the Axis: Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras, 
Haiti, Nicaragua, Panama. 

These have broken off relations with 
the Axis: Mexico, Colombia, Venezuela, 

These are officially uncommitted: Ar- 
gentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Ecuador, 
Paraguay, Peru, Uruguay. 

Today an agreement will probably be 
signed in which all conference participants 
will agree to break off relations with the 
Axis. Argentina and Chile do this reluc- 
tantly, leaving themselves the loophole of 
congressional approval, which means a 
chance at a sober second thought. 


Short-Sighted 


While the Rio conference has followed 
the dismal pattern laid down by human 
frailty, the obduracy of some of these 
nations which are either Axis-minded or 
terrified of the Axis represents an amaz- 
ing instapce of colossal folly. 

It is on the cards that sooner or later 
Hitler will strike at the Americas. His 
intent will be to subdue them, not to 
occupy them. Exactly the same reasons 
which make the defense of the Americas 
so difficult also make permanent occupa- 
tion of the Americas impossible. 

Thus, no matter how devastatingly this 
hemisphere is battered in this war, win, 
lost or draw, the present military co- 
operation of Canada and the United States 
and certain South American countries is 
bound, sooner or later, to be translated 
into economic co-operation. 

It may not be immediately in sight, but 
it is an inevitable development that trade 
channels will some time open themselves 
northward and southward in this hemis- 
phere. The natural movement of trade 
ig north and south because such regions 
are productively complementary to each 
other in a broad way. 

The nations that stand out against al- 
liance now merely cut themselves off from 
this commercial development. 

Moreover, if Hitler wins the war, as 
Argentina evidently believes, and estab- 
lishes a self-contained and Nazi-domin- 
ated Europe, where else can Argentina 
trade than with her northern neighbors? 

The United States is asking no favors 
at Rio de Janeiro, She is conferring them. 
And the South American states that stand 
aloof in spirit through fear or greed are 
cutting their own throats as surely as 
oust they were drawing a knife across 

em, 


Old Shirts 


of the idea and in seven weeks the part- 
ners had 12 machines turning out 1,000 
rebuilt shirts a week, so saving the coun- 
try 3,500 yards of material right away.

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Time To Care For The Age 


Humanitarian Duties Come First 
in Any Civilized Country Is 
Writer's Opinion 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: I want to let you know 
that I read and like the articles you write, 
especially the two “In Humanity’s Name” 
and “Wanted Social Security.” i 

I served as councillor for a local muni- 
cipality in Alberta for twelve years, and 
1 know by personal contact the pitiful con- 
dition of many old age pensioners, and 
now that living costs have risen their lot 
is even harder, I am personally acquainted 
with men and women who were once lead- 
ers in their community who headed charity 
and relief organizations, and who sub- 
scribed to every fund that was raised to 
help a neighbor in distress—whose house 
was destroyed by fire or was sick and in 
need. I have seen those same fine people 
reach the age of “three score and ten” pen- 
niless, living in one-roomed shacks with 
little furniture and none of the comforts 
of life, accepting articles of food and worn 
out clothing from friends who were, but 
little better off than themselves, that they 
might live, or rather exist, one could hard- 
ly call that living. Their pride was gone, 
their steps uncertain and a haunted look in 
their eyes, 

Many of these fellows after going 
through the ordeal of applying for old age 
pensions (and it is an ordeal), learned for 
the first time ‘that they were considered 
indigent, and objects of charity, it so dis- 
couraged them that many of them just 
folded up and died. Often receiving less 
money in pension checks than was paid by 
the governments to its staff of inspectors 
and officials who handled the case. 

This practice may be considered good 
business for the governments, but I am 
sure that many of these old people would 
have lived much happier and much longer 
had they received a pension check large 
enough to buy food, clothing and_ shelter 
when they had reached the age of 70 years 
(or better stil] at 60 years) and that they 
had been assured that their pension was 
not charity, but an obligation that society 
owes to its old people. 7 

If any one thinks I exaggerate just let 
him pick out ten old age pensioners and 
ten men who have reached the pension age 
but have a comfortable home and security 
for their remaining years, and compare 
them, In the latter group you will find 
most of them hale and hearty and enjoy- 
ing life, they still do some work and are 
proud of it, they enjoy a good story and 
even brag about what good men they have 
been and stil] think they are. 

Then look at the old age pensioners, 
Most of them in the rural districts live in 
one-roomed shacks, poorly lighted, poorly 
heated, and their food is scanty and not 
well prepared. He is discouraged, his pride 
is gone. To us who have known him in his 
prime, the change is shocking. We know 
without a doubt that the government will 
not be requested to send him pension 
for very long. 

You say “In Humanity’s Name” and I 
say for God's sake is it not time these old 
people were being cared for.

The Bank of Canada should get 
on to their rea) job and be a true govern- 
ment bank, devoted to the interests of the 
people. The way our present debt system 
is being run, has no place in our war pic- 
ture. Waste is an enemy of our war effort 
and an aid to Hitler, therefore, what is 
really a bookkeeping system, should not 
be used to generate execessive usury when 
all our energies are needed to prosecute 
the war. 

President Roosevelt certainly has taken 
the “racket” out of the money business in | 
the United States. You will please note, 
United States government securities run | 
from less than one per cent to two per cent 
On long term bonds, Ten-year bonds issued | 
by the individual states and cities run | 
from one-half of 1 per cent to 1 per cent | 
interest, 
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*to me. 
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You will have noticed that the circula- 
tion of real government money in the 
United States, that is, legal tender, inter- 
est free, has now reached over $80.00 for 
every man, woman and child. Private in- 
terest bearing credit as a substitute for 
money is gradually being replaced by real 
money, under government issue and con- 
tro], President Roosevelt’s action has been 
the big factor in keeping interest rates at 
the lowest in the history of the United 
States. 

Canadians are paying 200 and 300 per 


| cent more for money (credit) than they 


do in other parts of the English-speaking 
world. Farm loans in the United States 
were refinanced, under President Roose- 
velt’s policy of low interest rates. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt set up a Farm Loan Board 
and paid off farm mortgages, bearing in- 
terest at 5 and 6 per cent and enabled the 
farmers to obtain 20-year loans at 3 per 
cent, while farmers are asked to pay, in 
Canada, 6 per cent and in some cases, 
usury at 7 per cent.

Army Men Were 
Fully Trained 


By y FLAHERTY 

OTTAWA, Jan. 22 — (CP) — 
Somewhere in the Pacific war 
tone is a ship laden with 212 army 
vehicles, originally destined for 
Canadian troops who fought and 
died or were made prisoners at 
Hong Kong, Defence Minister 
Ralston told the House of Com- 
mons Wednesday. Some of the 
men, he sald, had less than the 
minimum training prescribed by 
army orders. 

As members assembled for the 
lust sitting of the prolonged 1941 
session the minister made a state- 
ment on circumstances leading up 
to the despatch of the contingent— 
the Winnipeg Grenadiers and the 
Royal Riffes of Canada, from Que- 
bec—its previous training and its 
equipment. 

His declaration drew a mixed re- 
ception as he addressed the house a 
short time before prorogation. 


138 LACK TRAINING 

Col. Ralston added little to pre- 
vious reports of actual Hong Kong 
fighting but revealed that 138 of 
439 additional men and reinforce- 
ments added to the two battalions 
assigned to the contingent, had less 
than the minimum 16 weeks’ train- 
ing prescribed by army orders for 
overseas duty. 

The minister said an inquiry was 
being made into the circumstances 
under which the men were accepted 
and “action will be taken in accord- 
ance with the facts found.” 

“The defence of Hong Kong is 
‘in accordance with the finest tra- 
ditions of Canadian armies,” ¢sid 
the minister. “All ranks fought 
it out to the last man and more 
cannot be asked of any man.” 

Conservative House Leader Han- 
son said he had no criticism of the 
defence department. The Canadian 
people must be prepared for bad 
news in a total war. Insofar as 
some of the troops had not the re- 
quired training the affair involved 
the general question of manpower 
which members would have to face. 

M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F., leader, 
thought a secret session at which 
members could discuss all aspects of 
the Hong Kong fighting and other 
matters was in order, 

“The minister should resign,” 
interjected J. F. Pouliot (Lib. Temis- 
couata) and a consistent critic of 
Col. Ralston. 


WELL ARMED 

The minister said the contingent 
went to Hong Kong armed with 
rifles, Bren guns, tommy guns, and 
mortars. Arrangements were made 
with the British for the supply ot 
anti-tank rifles at Hong Kong. 

Some time after decision to send 
the contingent was reached it was 
decided to send a full outfit of mech- 
anical transport (trucks, cars and 
carriers), 212 vehicles in all. This 
equipment left on a later and slower 
ship and could not possibly reach 
Hong Kong before the fighting start- 
ed. The last report the minister was 
able to give on the ship was that it 
put into Manila and was under the 
direction of Unite2 States naval au- 
thorities. 

Here are some of the hitherto un- 
disclosed facts about the Hong Kong 
incident revealed by the minister: 

After the death of Brig. J. K. 
Lawson, Lt.-Col. J. L. R. Sutcliffe 
of the Winnipeg Grenadiers as- 
sumed command of the Canadians 
and sent this message: “Canadian 
troops part prisoners, residue en- 
gaged, casualties heavy—troops 
have done magnificent work, 
spirit excellent.” 

The Royal Rifles of Canada was 
at full strength when assigned to 
the Hong Kong contingent, the Win- 
nipeg Grenadierg 127 men below 
strength.

After reporting recent attacks on 
four tankers off the Atlantic coast, 
three of which were sunk, the navy 
department announced in a com- 
munique yesterday that those sink- 
ings “have been accompanied by at- 
tacks on other vessels within the 
territorial limits of the United 
States,” referring to the “Atlantic 
area.” 

Whether the City of Atlanta and 
the Ciltvaira completed the roster 
of these “other vessels” subjected 
to attack was not stated. 


ENEMY SCORE : 

The two developments brought 
the enemy score to at least four, and 
probably five, ships destroyed in its 
recent campaign in American 
waters, with one other damaged. 

Twenty-one members of the 

Ciltvaira’s crew were set ashore 
at Charleston, 8.C., by an Ameri- 
can tanker, nine officers and crew- 
men aboard a second rescue vessel, 
the 8.8. Bury ef Brasil, were en 
toute to port. Two men of the 
Clltvaira'’s crew were reported 
dead. 


Of the roster of 4 officers and 
men on the City of Atlanta, only two 
were known to have survived the 
sinking. They were in a New York 
hospital. One was known to be dead 
and the 43 others were classified as 
missing. 


Indies Enters 
Supply Council 


LONDON, Jan. 22. — (CP) — The 
Netherlands East Indies today join- 
ed Britain’s eastern group supply 
council created last year to pro- 
duce and distribute war materials 
to the best advantage of the Allies 
in the Orient. 

“The association of The Nether- 
lands East Indies in the council’s 
work will complete the pooling of 
resceirces and joint action to meet 
military requirements in the east- 
ern group,” a British foreign office 
announcement said. 

The council aims at combining in 
a single program the munitions and 
military equipment required by all 
armies in the group, including 
forces in Malaya and the Mediter- 
ranean basin, 

It also aims at seeing a good 
share of the requirements is met by 
increasing production of countries 
within the group.

Second Session 
Of Parliament 
Record-Breaker 


By C, R, BLACKBURN 

OTTAWA, Jan, 22—(CP)—Chief 
Justice Lyman P. Duff, deputy of 
the Governor-General, Wednes- 
day night prorogued the second 
session of Canada's 19th parlia- 
ment—the longest session of any 
Parliament since confederation. 
Prorogation was carried out short- 
ly after 8 pm, E.D.T. (6 pm, 
M.S.T.), with a brief Throne Speech 
which reviewed the war and Can- 
ada's part in it since the session 
opened Nov, 7, 1940. 


MAKES STATEMENT 


The last day of the record-break- 
ing session was featured by an af- 
ternoon sitting of the House of 
Commons atewhich Defence Min- 
ister Ralston made a statement on 
Canadian participation in defence of 
Hong Kong and Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King promised that a 
secret sitting of the house mighs 
be arranged. 

Only a small number of members 
of both houses were in the Senate 
chamber to hear the Chief Justice 
read the Throne Speech. There 
were few spectators. 

The speech made reference to the 
extension of the war during the 
session “until today it encompasses 
the globe.” 

Free peoples everywhere had 
arisen to meet aggression and 
“the myth of isolation has van- 
ished from the earth,” it contin- 
ued, “It is now recognized that 
the freedom of each nation is 
bound up in the freedom of all.” 

The speech described Canada’s 

moves to declare war upon new 
enemies, and referred to Canadian 
participation in defence of Hong 
Kong as “an immortal chapter of 
Canadian valor.” 


CIVIL DEFENCE 

Reference was made to “steady 
and orderly mobilization of mater- 
ial resources, and of men and woe 
men for the widely varied tasks of 
modern total war.” 

Additional precautions had been 


of the armed forces, and reciprocal 
plans made with the United States 
for war production, 

Commenting on the meeting be- 
tween President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill in the 
North Atlantic and in Washington 
the speech said that “in these con- 
ferences my prime minister and 
other of my ministers have been 
both directly and indirectly associ- 
ated.” 

The speech noted with regret 
the deaths of two former gov- 
ernors-gencral of Canada, the 
Duke of Connaught and the Mar- 
quess of Willingdon. 

The long session was divided into 
four phases, a fal] assembly held in 
November and December, 1940, the 
main session held last spring and 
summer, a brief assembly last 
November, and yesterday's formal- 
ities. 

VICHY LEGATION 

When parliament aljourned last 
Noy. 14 the commons adjournment 
was unti] three o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and the Senate until eight 

o'clock last evening. 

Thus the commons had a free 
afternoon and it was largely occu- 
pied with tributes to former Justice 
Minister Lapointe who died late in 
November, and with Col. Ralston’s 
statement on Hong Kong. 

During the question period Mr. 
King told the House that the gov- 
ernment had no intention at the 
moment of closing the Vichy lega- 
tion in Ottawa, and added that 
Prime Minister Churchill had par- 
ticularly desired that relations be- 
tween Canada and Vichy be main- 
tained.

Chest Officers 


First cheques to affiliated or- 
ganizations were imued by the 
Community Chest office in Ed- 
monton this week by Jullan Gar- 
rett, chairman of the budget com- 
mittee, and Harvey Harrison, first 
vice-president of the chest, it was 
reported Thursday. 

The cheques totalled $6,511.42 and 
were sent to 28 agencies, being the 
amounts required to maintain the 
agencies during January. 

Last year, the first campaign of 
the Community Chest was held, and 
received excellent support, with 
$102,000 being contributed. 


GET ONE-TWELFTH 
The plan adopted by the Chest 
allows for the sending of one- 
twelfth of the budget request of an 
agency, as passed by the Chest 
directorate, each month, In some 
cases, this amount may be in excess 
of actual expense, in which case 
the next month’s cheque will be 
reduced. Some agencies spend the 
great part of their income in certain 
periods of the year, generally the 
summer months, and this factor is 
also taken into account by the 
budget committee in providing the 
total amount annually. 
Statements in support of re- 
quests for funds are to be re- 
turned to the Chest office month- 
ly, not later than the 15th of each 
month, Cheques covering the pay- 
ments will be tssued on the 20th 
of each month, according to in- 
structions issued by Mr. Garrett. 
All the agencies registered as par- 
ticipating with the Chest have 
agreed not to request contributions 
either by canvass or tag day during 
1942. They will be permitted to re- 
ceive revenue for the services ren- 
dered, in form of membership fees, 
specific charges for rendered ser- 
vices, endowment income and the 
like. 


Reformation 
Of Democracy 
Neecled Today 


While our first job of the day 
is te win the war, it is necessary 
that we see to the task of reform- 
ing our democracy if we are to 
win the peace, Dr. G. W. Hardy, 
head of the department of clas- 
sics at the University of Alberta, 
declared in an address to mem- 
bers of the Rotary club at the 
Macdonald Thursday. 

Taking as his subject “The Ori- 
gin of Democracy,” Dr. Hardy 
pointed to the difference between 
the first “direst” democracy of 
the ancient Greeks and the kind 
that grew up in the Anglo-Saxon 
world. The Anglo-Saxon brand of 
democracy has stressed representa- 
tive government, he said, 

Dr. Hardy warned his listeners 
that the obvious weaknesses of de- 
mocracy must be remedied. 


MODIFIED CAPITALISM 


The speaker felt that a form of 
modified capitalism. would meet 
the requirements of a well-order- 
ed post-war world. 

In addition to certain characteris- 
tics of the German people, condu- 
cive to war, failure of democracy to 
solve the economic problems aris- 
ing after the last war Was in no 
small way responsible for the pre- 
sent conflict, the speaker contend-

| (Serves 3 to 4) 

One 5 oz. or 5% oz. can shrimp, 
|4 tablespoons salad dressing, 4 
| tabtespoone chili sauce, % teaspoon 
curry powder. 

Clean shrimp; chill thoroughly; 
blend together salad dressing, chili 
sauce and curry powder; arrange 
shrimp On lettuce in cocktail 
glasses; cover with sauce and gar- 
nish with lemon aglices and parsley.

Parboil sliced onions for 10 
minutes in liquid drained from 
peas. When ready to serve, add 
peas and salt. Heat thoroughly. 
SWEET POTATO MALLOWS 

(Serves 8) 

One 1 Ib. 2 og- can sweet potatoes 
(vacuum packed), % cup water, 2-3 
clip milk, 2 tablespoons’ melted but- 
ter, 1 tablespoon sugar, % -tea- 
spoon salt, 8 marshmallows, 1 egg, 
2 tablespoons water, finely crushed 
cornflakes. 

Empty sweet potatoes into sauce- 
pan; add '% cup water. Cook for 
about 10 minutes until potatoes can 
be easily mashed. Drain off ex- 
cess water. Add milk, butter, sugar 
and salt; beat thoroughly. Sprinkle 
layer of cornflakes in shallow ob- 
long or square pan. Pour in half 
of potato mixture, Arrange marsh- 
mallows equal distance apart on 
mixture. Cover with remaining po- 
tato. Cover pan; chill for about 30 


minutes. Cut chilled mixture into 
Squares, each containing one 
marshmallow. Beat together egg 


and 2 tablespoons water. Dip each 
Square in cornflakes, then in egg 
and again in cornflakes. Place on 
a greased pan or sheet. Bake in 
slow oven at 325 deg. Fah. for 20 
minutes. Serve immediately.

All babies at some time or another 
during the first year have a notice- 
able loss of appetite. The causes for 
refusal of food may be different. 

The baby may have been persist- 
ently over-fed, in. which case he 
takes a vacation from indigestion by 
cutting down on his own diet. He 
might be about to “come down” 
with some childish ailment, the 
coming of which would be reflected 
by a loss of appetite, It might be 
the immediate approach of a new 
tooth, for the day or so before its 
advent, appetites do seem tap be 
smaller. 

But, whatever the reason, we 
do know that for the moment food 
is distasteful to the baby and if 
his mother is just as smart as he, 
she, too, will be unconcerned 
abou, his refusal of it. The food 
is there if baby wants it and if 
he doesn't it must be because he 
would be better off without it. 

We ought to keep reminding our- 
selves that when there is real hun- 
ger and an appetite for food and 
food is available, the baby won't 
need to be coaxed to partake of it, 
Instead, the very reverse tactics are 
in order. When the baby shuns 
food, he should be offered. smaller 
portions. His milk should be skim- 
med, or else more liberally diluted. 
Or, he should be allowed to refuse 
everything and fill up on all the 
water or orange juice he will take, 
until such time as his appetite 
springs to life and he begins clamor- 
ing for food and more food 

But few mothers have the cour- 
age to carry through such a pro- 
gram. When the baby wants noth- 
ing she thinks up ways to get food 
into him. She finds he will take a 
cracker or a~mouthful of milk at in- 
tervals and so all day long she con- 
scientiously presents them to him, 
By night she feels as if she had ac- 
complished a real victory for, 
though baby wouldn't accept his 
meals, she has counted the crackers 
and sips of milk and has decided he 
hasn't done so badly. 

Perhaps he hasn't, from the 
nutritional standpoint. Psycho- 
logically she has provided him 
with the worst possible education 
in eating habits. He wanted ne 
food but he has been lured to eat, 
In the future he will want con- 
tinual incentives te eat, instead of 
heeding the appetite with which 
nature has provided him. 

Keep in mind that hunger creates 
its own inspiration to eat, and that 
appetite is the pleasant reminder of 
that satisfaction. Let the baby have 
all he wants when he wants it and 
give him the privileges of refusing 
food when he has no desire for it. 

Our leaflet, “Poor Appetites”, lists 
the usual reasons why children do 
not want to eat. Some lack of ap- 
petite will be ended when these 
causes of it are corrected, The leaf- 
let may be had by sending your re- 
quest and a 3-cent stamped, self- 
addressed envelope to me in care 
of this newspaper.

sentials do toward making one 
strong and healthy and diet is be- 
coming a favorite topic of conver- 
sation, 

This being Miss Bourke-White's 
sécond extensive trip through the 
Soviet Union, she noticed some 
major changes. One of the most 
amazing improvements, she told 
me, has to do with food. 

“Russia used to be a country 
of under-privileged people and 
this attention te foed ts quite 
new,” she gaid. “There is one 
large dietetic stere which has a 
docter on hand te give the cus- 
tomers advice on diet. The var- 
lety of food on sale. is startling. 
I counted 32 different kinds of 
bread—for diabetics, people with 
stomach trouble, etc. 

“Some of the meats were parti- 
ally cooked and could be finished 
at home. In spite of the fact that 
these things were usually expen- 
sive at the other stores, the prices 
at the dietetic store were kept low 
so that the people who need special 
foods can afford to buy them. We 
found that diabetics’ chocolate cost 
just one-fifth as much as the kind 
sold elsewhere.” 

In many of the factories, pro- 
vision. is made for feeding the 
workers and the food in these 
cafeterias is both good and rea- 
sonable. 

Miss Bourke-White told me that 
women are net being drafted for 
the fighting forces but that they 
have peer taken over in- 
dustry and are doing all kinds 
ef hard work. When I asked 
whether the Russian women 
could teach Canadian women 
anything, she replied quickly: 
“Yes, I think they can teach us 
to forget ourselves in the neces- 
sity te werk. Russian women 
will take any jeb, do saything 
they can in defense, Semetimes

The meet- 
ing, held in the Y.W.C.A. clubroom, 
attracted many representatives 
from the council's 25 affiliated 
bodies in the city. 

“Good citizenship, in the broad- 
est sense of the term, has been our 
ubjective. We have endeavored to 
establish ourselves ‘as a reasonable, 
intelligent body of women, inter- 
ested in all. questions relating to 
public welfare and working for 
sound public opinion and well bal- 
anced judgment,” she continued. 


NUTRITION CLASSES 

During the year classes in nutri- 
tion were held under the spongor- 
ship of the council, she stated. 
This was a project suggested at the 
national’ council meeting where 
Mrs. MacKenzie was a delegate. 
Mrs. H. E. Smith’s resolution on 
penal reform passed with a large 
majority at that national meeting 
in Winnipeg. 

Mrs. MacKenzie represented the 
Council at various public meetings 
during the year. As president she 
is a member of the war savings 
committee; the Council of Social 
Agencies; the Edmonton Exhibition; 
the Edmonton Community Chest 
and the Edmonton Council of Nu- 
trition. 

Corresponding secretary, Mrs. 
Hector Kennedy submitted her re- 
port during the morning. During 
the year she sent out 183 letters 
from the council, received 86, kept 
the correspondence of the council. 
A tabulated report on information 
received regarding the co-ordina- 
tion of women’s war services here 
was sent to the National Council 
of Women. 

This report, she said, showed the 
many war activities engaged in by 
our affiliated societies including the 
Red Cross; aid to bombed areas in 
Great Britain; find for exiled Uni- 
versity women; I.0.D.E., Y.W.C.A., 
and parcels sent regularly by affili- 
ated societies to men in active ser- 
vice, 


Rural Health 
Service Need 
Of Alberta 


“A study of our vital statistics in | 


this province, shows that commun- 
ity health generally is on a much 
lower plane in rural Alberta than 
in the larger cities,” so spoke Mrs. 
E. Johnston of Lamont, when she 
gave a report on health, to a gath- 
ering of the U-F.W-A. in the Mac- 
donald hotel drawing room on 
Thursday afternoon. 

Mrs. Johnston's report, which 
was scheduled to be given during 
the morning session, was postponed 
as were a]l other U.F.W.A. activities 
until the afternoon, because of the 
joint meeting with the U-F.C. in 


the Memorial Hall during the 
morning hours. 
In her report, Mrs. Johnstone 


stressed the need for a rural health 
service. In rural areas, she said, it 
is difficult to organize an effective 
health service unless the municipal 
districts co-operate to form such a 
service. 

She spoke of the prevalence of 
rheumatic fever among Canadian 
school children, stating that it was 
not a disease that is going to be 
brought under control: easily. An 
adequate public: health service to 
combat such diseases. can be pro- 
vided only by a staff, trained in 
public health work’ and operating 
on full time. Such a staff is provid- 
ed in each district health unit. 

She outlined for the women the 
purpose of the Rural District Health 
Service, saying that it was organ- 
ized mainly for the prevention of 
disease, “Those who have made a 
study of preventative medicine see 
in it a solution for many of our 
health problems of today. A com- 
munity health is more of a question 
of education and prevention than 
treatment,” said Mrs. Johnstone. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Johnstone 
stated, “If we give our children 
sound, well-trained minds in 
healthy bodies, we need have no 
fear of the future of our country or 
the future of the race.”

the “Red Cross Superfluity Shop” 
by Mrs. R, McLaughlin. 

“During the year,” reported Mrs. 
W. C. Redmond, affiliations secret- 
ary, “25 societies paid their affilla- 
tion fees and enjoyed representa- 
tion in the Loca] Council. Three 
societies withdrew and one new 
one was welcomed in 1942. Two 
societies, the Edmonton Family

Mr. Manning spoke also of the 
tremendous business now going 
through the hands of the board, and 
explained that any profits go back 
into the hands of the producers as 
dividends. 

A future work for the board, Mr. 
Manning stated, will be to help the 
province in trying to cut.down the 
wide range in price in what the pro- 
ducer gets for his products and for 
what the consumer ig at present 
paying. 

He explained that the selling 
price of poultry products was based 
On the export marketing price. As 
an example he mentioned the large 
export of eggs to Britain. An agreed 
price is arranged between the fed- 
eral government and the govern- 
ment of Britain, this price being 
fixed at the sea board of the At- 
lantic coast. The consumers’ prices 
throughout the rest of Canada de- 
pends on that agreed price, with the 
cost of handling and shipping at- 
tached to that. 

Mr. Manning also spoke of the 
many requests received, especially 
from the southern part of tle prov- 
ince to set up additional marketing 
facilities at various points through- 
out the province. He explained that 
this would mean too heavy an out- 
lay in capital expenditures, but that 
direct shipments to the plant can be 
organized in practically every dis- 
trict of Alberta.

City Power Plant Reports Huge Increase In Production 
Directs Drive 


All-Time Record Hit As 
Kilowatt-Hour Output At 
79,679,600 During 1941 


Power output for Edmonton's requirements from the 
city-owned power plant during 1941 was 79,679,600 kilowatt 
hours, an all-time record, and 5,534,000 k.w.h. more than 
the previous high peak established last year when the out- 
put registered was 74,145,600, it was announced Thursday 


by R. G. Watson, power plant superintendent. 


The 714 per cent increase re- 
corded last year was attributed to 
additional power supplied for 
Canada’s war effort in the city, 
Supt. Watson sald, stating that 
the aircraft repair plant, packing 
plants and flying fields were con- 
suming considerable power, while 
511 new homes, built during last 
year, also contributed in a major 
way to the increase. 

Edmonton's power production for 
city use, stated Supt. Watson, has 
increased from 51,000,000 k.w.h. in 
1932 to 57,000,000 in 1936, an in- 
crease of 56 per cent, and from 1936 
to 1941 the increase was 38 per cent. 

It was pointed out by Supt. Wat- 
son that power generated and trans- 
ferred to the Calgary Power Co., 
on the interchange agreement was 
not included in the record figures 
of 1941, These figures, he empha- 
sized, represented the actual power 
generated for use in Edmonton by 
industry, commercial firms, offices 
and in homes. 

The 1941 consumption increase is 
within a few hundred thousand 
kilowatt hours of the estimated 
production made by Supt. Watson 
when power plant requirements 
were discussed last spring.

MISTAKES ALLEGED 

Action in the latter case was 
taken because the delegates felt 
that mistakes occur from time to 
time at stockyards and packing 
plants owing to identification marks‘ 
being blurred, and that a checker in 
the pay of the producers and with 
access to the cooler, etc., would as- 
sure producers more protection. 

Other resolutions passed during 
the afternoon included one that the 
convention take immediate steps to 
name a delegation of two men ana 
one woman to give definite support 
to farmers of Saskatchewan at 
present organizing a, large dele- 
gation of farmers to go to Ottawa 
to urge an increase in the price of 
farm products, and that any funds 
to finance this delegation be raised 
by public subscription.

McCoy Health 
Service. 


One of my readers wished an ar- 
ticle on “The Teeth in Relation to 
Health”. He especially asks that 1 
discuss “bad teeth” and their effects 
upon the body, with a discugsion of 
symptoms. 

Although this seems like a simple 
request, jt takes in considerable ter- 
fitory. 

The most striking symptoms of 
decay in a tooth is tooth ache. While 
a tooth is decaying, there may be no 
pain whatsoever, but it is likely 
that as decay progresses, the pati- 
ent will find the tooth starting to 
ache. The aching is generally more 
Severe as the decay comes closer to 
pulp of the tooth. 

Within the pulp chamber and the 
root canals of a tooth we find what 
is called the dental pulp, which ‘is a 
soft tissue made up of the blood 
vessels, nerves, and connective tis- 
sue. Decay of a tooth may progress 
to the point where the pulp is in- 
volved, With inflammation of the 
pulp, a sharp, boring pain is mani- 
fest, the pain generally coming on 
in sharp spasms. 

If the patient becomes fatigued 
or excited or lies down the pain 
usually becomes much worse. The 
tooth is very sensitive to hot foods 
or to cold. Sometimes it is difficult 
to be sure which tooth is the one 
with the inflamed pulp, as the pain 
may reflex to another tooth. The 
pulp itself may finally become in- 
fected, breaking down and becom- 
ing gangrenous. The infection may 
involve the root end of the tooth, 
causing an abscess. 

Whenever there is decay of a 
tooth, the wirest plan is to have the 
tooth filled as soon as possible. 
Small fillings cost less than large 
ones and an early filling may save 
you a great deal of distress from 
toothache. In fact, it may be in- 
strumental in saving the tooth itself, 
for when decay proceeds too far, the 
tooth may require extraction. 

Toothache may also be caused 
by inflammation of the membrane 
around a tooth. It is likely to be 
steady in type and is not affected 
much by heat ar cold. The tooth 
may be free from decay: Usually 
the tooth is so sénsitive to pressure 
that it is sore to the touch. Chew- 
ing. or just bringing the teeth to- 
gether in closing the mouth, may 
increase the ache. Swelling may 
develop, or an abscess may form 
Generally the tooth is raised enough 
in its socket so that it hits before 
any of the others. Inflammation of 
this kind may be due to overstrain 
of a tooth, or due to a septic pulp, 
that is to aspulp which has broken 
down and has undergone putrefac- 
tive changes The patient should see 
a competent dentist. 

In addition to the loca] aches pro- 
duced by decayed teeth, there may 
be an effect upon digestion. If sev- 
eral teeth are badly decayed with a 
consequent damage to the grinding 
surface, food is generally not pro- 
perly chewed. In time this may im- 
pair the digestive power, with an 
underweight condition as an event- 
ual result. There are many people 
whose teeth need filling and who 
are complaining of their food net 
agreeing with them, who could eas- 
ily cure their troubles by having the 
necessary fillings.

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Coroner’s Jury 
States Reasons 


Fatal Accident; 


Alcohol consumed by Peter 
Lienwebber, driver of one of the 
Cats involved in a highway crash 
one mile south of Leduc on 
Christmas Day, in which two peo- 
Ple lost: their lives, was one of 
the principal factors contributing 
to the fatality, a coroner's jury 
decided at 10:55 p.m, Wednesday 
in city police court after deliber- 
ating for one hour and 30 minutes. 
David Repp, Calgary Milling sta- 

tion attendant, who was a passenger 
in the car being driven nofth to 
Edmonton by Lienwebber, was kill- 
ed instantly in the crash and Mrs. 
Beatrice Tighe, 7208 85 street, who 
was driving south to Lacombe with 
her husband, Donald James Tighe, 
died in hospital at Wetaskiwin on 
Dec. 28 from injuries received in 
the accident. 


ADJOURNS TO HOSPITAL 

After hearing the evidence of 
Lienwebber, who during two solid | 
hourg on the stand, recounted un-| 
der the protection of the Canada 
Evidence Act, step by step the fatal 
trip which started with “a couple of 


shots of whiskey” and ended in the 
collision at “one mile corner”, the 
jury was adjourned to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital at 7:30 pm 
where the evidence of Mr. Tighe 
was taken at the bedside

}avoid him and then the collision 
oceurred.” 

He said that the car was “about 
the distance between three tele- 
phone poles away” when he first 
saw it “Don’t you think you should 
have seen it sooner?” asked the 
prosecutor. “No,” replied witness, 
“the car was on the side road to 
the right of the highway, appoach- 
ing from the east.’ 

“Where did you hit this car?” 
Mr. Purvis asked. “We never hit 
that car, That car hit us. As we 
entered the crossing it was oNly 
a car's length away. I tried to 
avoid it. But it hit us on the right 
side,” Lienwebber declared. He 
testified that he never applied his 
brakes on approaching the cross- 
ing, but eased his foot off the gas 
accelerator. 

Asked why he didn't put his 
brakes on when the accident seem- 
ed inevitable, witness said that “he 
didn't think there was any need for 
that on the main highway as he 
thought he had the right of way. 


Statements of both drivers were 
in direct contrast. Lienwebber 
maintained that Tighe never was 
on the main highway leading 
south but had been proceeding 
east on a cross road and had 
crashed into his car at the high- 
way intersection. On the other 
hand Tizhe told the jury that he 
was on the main highway at all | 
times “and had positively never 
been off it”. 

Before the jury retired at 9:25 
p.m. Dr, BE, A. Braithwaite, chief 
provincial coroner, who presided at 
the probe, instructed that the evi- 
dence of both drivers should be 
carefully weighed and that the jury 
should give very careful considera- 
tion to the fact that Lienwebber had 
proceeded from Calgary to the point 
of impact, a distance of 172 miles, in 
about four hours, which would ne- 
cessitate a speed of more than 40 
miles an hour, considering stops and 
“slowdowns” 


JURY'S VERDICT 

The jury stated in its verdict: 
“The deaths according to evidence 
were the result of injuries received 
by a collision of two cars around 
noon on Dec, 25 at a point one mile 
south of Leduc on the Calgary 
highway on which they were travel- 
ling at that time. Contributing 
causes of the accident are in our 
opinion; 

“The consumption of alcoholic 
drinks by the driver of the car pro- | 
ceeding north, according to his own 
and other evidence, 


“The unexplained fact that 
neither driver appeared to have 
seen the other until] immediately 


before the impact of collision, and 
that the average speed of the Ford 
car (driven by Lienwebber), with- 
out considering stops and slow- 
downs between Calgary and the 
point of accident, must have beea 
approximately 45 miles an hour.” 

Following a brief statement by 
Dr. J. A. Kelso, provincial analyst 
at the University of Alberta, who} 
testified that he conducted an ex- | 
amination of David Repp’s brain 
and found it to contain an alco- 
holice content of .125. which “While 
no! sufficient to unbalance a man. 
would definitely make him irre- | 
sponsible in his actions.” Lienweb- 
ber was called to the stand 


TELLS OF TRIP 

David Repp, he testified, had | 
called at his home in Calgary, 226 
Nth street N.E, at 7.30 am. on} 
Christmas morning and that they | 
immediately had started for Ed- | 
monton, “We got in Repp’s car,’ 
he said. “and had driven about 
three blocks when we both had a 
couple of shots of whisky from a 
mickey.” 

C. G. Purvis, K.C., crown prose- 
cutor asked: “Did you stop to have 
the drinks?” Lienwebber replied 
that Repp. who was driving at the 
time, didn't stop the car. “Do ou 
mean to say that you drove and 
drank right on Calgary streets,” 
Mr. Purvis asked. “Yes,” answer- 
ed witness. 

He said that Repp was about 30 
years old and that he had known 
him for about 15 or 16 years. He 
didn’t know whether the dead man 
had anything to drink before he 
called at his home, 

When only 20 miles from Cal- 
gary, Lienwebber stated, they -tart- 
ed to drink beer. “We had one 
bottle each.” he said, “and we 
drank It while driving along the} 
highway.” He said they were travel- | 
ling at @ speed of about 40 miles 
an hour, 


DESCRIBES CRASH 

Continuing his testimony, Lien- 
webber declared that Repp contin- 
ued to drive the car until they 
passed Red Deer, and that on reach- 
ing the northern outskirts of the 
city, the car was stopped and “he 
took the wheel.” 

“Did you have anything further 
to drink at that time?” asked Mr. 
Purvis. Lienwebber replied that 
they did not. 

“What were the roads like?” wit- 
ness was asked. "Well, they were 
asphalt roads, icy in spots, but in 
pretty good condition,” he stated, 
and added that they had not given 
him any trouble 

“Were the roads slippery enough 
to interfere with your driving? Did 
you not feel that due to their con- 
dition you should take special 
care?® Mr. Purvis asked. Lienweb- 
ber replied with a flat "No" 

In describing the actual crash, 
witness testified. “Well we were 
going north and getting close to 
Ledue, when I saw a mr on the 
cross-rovd to our right and coming 
fast. We still kept going and the} 
other ear never glowed up. At the 
iMiessectiog I swung to the left w 


He denied that skid marks 65 feet 
in length, found by R-C.M.P. of- 
ficers at the scene of the crash, had 
been made by his car. 


LIQUOR PURCHASE 

Lienwebber was shown a map of 
the road where the accident took 
place.’ With model cars he showed 
the jury how the car, driven by 
Tighe, and said to have been on the 
side road, struck his auto right in 
the centre of the intersection. 

He said that as the crash occurred 
he remembered shutting off the ig- 
nition and applying the emergency 
brake and then “passed out”. He 
stated, however that he was con- 
scious on leaving the scene for hos- 
pital treatment, 

Questioned by Mr. Purvis in re- 
gard to liquor purchased for the trip 
to Edmonton witness testified that 
he had purchased one 26-ounce 
bottle and a 13-ounce bottle of whis- 
key along with two and a half dozen 
bottles of beer. He said that the 
whiskey was in a compartment on 
the dashboard of the car and that 
“some of the beer” was on the 
floor of the car. He stated also that 
there were some additional cases of 
beer in the trunk at the rear of the 
auto, 


“CROWDED BY CARS” 
Lienwebber also told the jury that 
“he had been crowded on the road 
by cars approaching from the oppo- 
site direction.” He said he had to cut 
to the other side of the road to 
avoid collisions but “that he never 


drove over 40 miles an hour.” Asked 


if he had ever operated a car at 


70 miles an hour—the speed indi- 


cated on a speedometer taken from 
the wrecked car—he declared that 
he never had. 

The day following the accident 
Lienwebber while in hospital gave 
a statement to R.C.M.P. officers in 
which he stated that he was struck 
by a car “coming from nowhere”. 
On the witness stand, he acknow- 
ledged his signature on the docu- 
ment but stated that he was dazed 
at the time of making it and wish- 
ed to make some changes. 


He said his mind had cleared and 
that he “now remembered that he 
was hit by a car entering the inter- 
section from the crossroad.” 


TIGHE TESTIFIES 

“You mean,” asked Mr, Purvis 
“that you had no recollection what- 
ever at the time of the accident 
what hit you, but now your mind 
has cleared to such an extent that 
you can describe the scene and even 
measure distances.” “Yes,” replied 
witness. 

At the conclusion of Lienwebber's 
testimony, Mr. Purvis requested an 


adjournment, but the coréner, de- | 
claring “this case has been going | 


on a long time now and we haven't 
got anywhere and it's time we did,” 
adjourned the hearing to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital at 7:30 p.m. 
where the, evidence of D. J. Tighe 
was taken 

Mr. Tighe, lying flat on his back 
on a wheel-stretcher, was moved 
into a smoking room just off the 
west wing ward, where the jury 
and witnesses re-assembled. 

Under examination by Mr, Purvis 
he told of how in company with 
his wife he had started out for 
Lacombe at about 10:30 on Christ- 
mas morning, and that at the time 
of the accident “the other car just 
seemed to come out of a cloud. It 
was right in front of me before I 
saw it,” he said. 


FOG BANKS 


He told the jury that after leav- 
ing Edmonton he proceeded south 
on the main highway, and at no 
time was on a “side road.” “No, 
Positively not,” he said. 

“I saw the car approaching from 
the south when it was right on top 
of me. It was coming across the 
road at an angle of 45 degrees right 
Straight at me. I turned to the 
right and headed for the ditch— 
anything to get out of the way. 
I didn't know where I was going,” 
he said 


Mr. Tighe declared that he had 
experienced some difficulty with 
fog between Edmonton and the 
scene of the accident. He said 
that fog banks would loom up at 
Intervals and “that the other car 
seemed to drop right out of the 
sky,” but agreed that it might 
have been concealed by the mist. 
He declared that the car “was 
taking up most of the highway.” 
At the 
testified, he didn't even hear the 
crash, “People tell me that I was 
talking, but the first thing I re- 
memvered was when | was here in 
the hospital,” he said.

providing the freezing order re- 
mains in force, 

City shops. for the most part, are 
well equipped with the latest ap- 
pliances for vulcanizing. Retread- 
ing. which will unquestionably 
boom as never before, can be hand- 
led by most Edmonton establish- 
ments. 

In respect to retreading, city re 
pair men are “up in arms” over a 
report in a city newspaper recently, 
which purported to quote a garage- 
man to the effect that retreading 


is “not as satisfactory in western 
Canada as it is in the United 
States.” 


Commenting on this, one gar- 
age operator declared that “Such 
a statement could not have been 
made by any person who has 
been in close contact with the 
tire business here. It is abso- 
lutely untrue. We have been re- 
treading tires for some of the larg- 
est, long-distance trucking firms 
in the province for years. They 
have been getting from 15,000 to 
18,000 miles from retreads. 

“It is true, of course, that roads, 
for the most part, are not as good 
in western Canada as they are in 
the United States, but retreaded 
tires stand up, in comparison, just 
as well as new tires.” 

One of the bright spots in a 
rather gloomy motoring outlook is 
the likelihood of more careful 
driving. “Drivers won't be so in- 
clined to try knocking over curbs 
or taking corners on two wheels. 
This kind of driving raises hob 
with tires,” a tireman observed, 

The tire repair man, in turn, fs 
put on the spot by the new situa- 
tion. Under a rationing system, 
money won't do much good. A per- 
son won't be able to buy new tires 
unless he’s in some vital occupation, 
such as the medical, or nursing pro- 
fessions, And if proposed American 
rationing regulations become ef- 
fective here, the tire man himself, 
must remove the tire that is to be 
replaced, from the purchaser's car. 
The latter cannot lug a worn-out 
tire into the repair shop and secure 
a new one. The old tire will be re- 
treaded or patched up, to be sold 
later to some other humbly grateful 
car owner, who is not in an occu- 
pation deemed essential. 

“It will be bad for us: we cannot

We'll 
just have to keep patching and 
patching stuff that really isn’t 
worth it,” one tireman predicted. 

A heavy increase in the sale of 
blowout boots and patches is taking 
place. Although repair shops in 
general are well equipped to handle 
the rush of repairs, there is some 
worry about securing new equip- 
ment, such as moulds, vulcanizing 
plates and other articles. 

The government has indicated 
that there will be no restrictions 
placed on the gale of repair mater- 
ials. In the meantime, pending 
definite regulations being made 
public, the repair men advise all 
motorists to fake the best possible 
care of their tires. The car driver 
who conscientiously watches over 
the well being of his tires, will be 
rolling along the highways long 
after his less careful brethren of 
the road have bounced along to a 
last halt on the iron of their tireless 
rims, 

OFFER SUGGESTIONS 

As a contribution to the great 
cause of beating Hitler, Edmonton 
tiremen have offered a few sug- 
gestions, which, if carried out, will 
mean many more miles for each 
tire. 

The Japs are turning the heat on 
the motorist these days, in a figur- 
ative sense. In a literal sense, heat 
is the greatest single enemy of the 
automobile tire. 

When a tire becomes overheated, 
the air pressure in the inner tube 
increases. The motorist, feeling that 
his car is riding hard, is apt to 
“bleed” the tire of this additional 
pressure. This is a great error, be- 
cause, later, when the tire cools, 
it flexes, or spreads out and this 
causes the breakdown of the tire 
wall. 

If tires heat regularly when run- 
ning in warm weather, it is an jndi- 
cation that larger sized tires are re- 
quired. If tires of the proper size to 
take care of the weights carried, are 
used and the pressure kept up, over- 
heating will be avoided. But where 
the pressures climb, it is a mistake 
to bleed off the air. In the case of 
heavy duty truck tires where dual 
wheels are employed, it is essential 
that properly mated tires be used at 
all times. 

The motto seems to be: “Keep both! 
your head and your tires cool in 
wartime.”
